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USE  OF  PENCIL-SHARPENING  MACHINES 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  bureau  to  reduce  requests  for  new  pencil-sharpening 
machines  to  the  minimum.  When  a  new  machine  is  requested,  the  requisition 
should  state  the  number  of  machines  already  in  use.  When  machines  become 
unserviceable  because  of  dull  cutters,  new  cutters  will  be  furnished  on  requisition. 
Requests  for  new  cutters  must  give  the  make  of  machine  and  the  model.  If  the 
model  can  not  be  determined,  the  length  of  the  cutting  surface  of  old  cutters 
should  be  given.
